If  there  is  no  good  man  running,  one  that 
the  prohibitionists  can  trust  bring  such  a 
pressure  to  bear  on  some  man  that  yOU  can 
trust  to  run  so  that  he  cannot  affford  to 
decline.  I 

I am  so  sorry  that  the  good  women  vi  so 
many  places  thought  when  we  closed  the  sa- 
loons their  work  was  over,  and  suffered 
their  women’s  Christian  unions  to  dissolve.

In  defeating  the  amendment  tne  politic- 
ians said  we  do  not  want  to  repeal  the  pro- 
hibition laws;  we  want  to  preserve  the  con- 
stitution and  prevent  the  invasion  of  our 
homes.  The  same  crowd  that  forked  to 
rpjical  the  amendment  ran  for  the  Offices. 
A whiskey  governor  was  elected  over  a

than  that  would  not  prevent  blind  tigers 
that  would  be  a saloon  for  every  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  men  in  that  cny.  1 
don’t  know  whether  his  name  is  on  a church 
roll  or  not.  hut  he  i*  from  a Baptist  family 
of  prominence.

A Crisis  in  a Great  Cause. 

Victor  L.  Masters,  Editorial  Secretary. 

The  liberality  of  the  Home  Mission  cjI- 
lcction  in  our  Southern  Baptist  churches 
this  month  will  lengthen  the  lever  that  lifts 
the  world.  If  there  is  a lack  of  liberality 
the  lever  will  be  shortened. 

In  the  Home  Board  offices  we  aw  very 
anxious  about  the  outcome — anxious  be- 
cause the  problems  of  this  nation  that  are 
to  be  solved,  if  at  all,  through  an  effective 
Christianizing  of  American  civilization — 
anxious  because  the  Christianity  in  the 
whole  world  depends  upon  its  future  in 
America,  and  its  future  in  America  depends 
largely  upon  its  efficient  grasp  in  the  terri- 
tory of  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

We  arc  dealing  with  problems  of  stupen- 
dous importance,  of  incalculable  significance. 
Christianity  must  dominate  the  Southern 
civilization.  The  alternative  is  the  domi- 
nance of  a crass  and  vulgar  materialism. 
Home  Missions  is  the  combined  effort  of  the 
Southern  Baptists  to  shoot  Southern  civili- 
zation through  and  through  with  that  Chris- 
tian spirit  that  shall  make  us  able  to  hold 
onto  that  idealism  that  made  great  the  past 
of  the  South.  The  Home  Mission  Board  is 
the  Southern  Baptist  Clearing  House  where- 
by the  liberality  of  Southern  Baptists  is 
made  effective  to  supply  the  destitution  and 
need  of  the  whole  South.  It  is  a fact  that 
Southern  Baptist  wealth  is  increasing  at  the 
rate  of  one  million  dollars  a day,  and  with 
the  bounty  of  Almighty  God,  being  poured 
with  unparalleled  liberality  into  the  lap  of 
the  South,  the  Home  Missb  nagency  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  denomination,  which  has 
two  million,  three  hundred  thousand  mem- 
bers, and  twenty-three  thousand  churches, 
is  in  distress  and  anxiety  today  as  to  wheth* 
er  this  great  host  will  strengthen  its  arm 
for  service  to  the  extent  of  four  hundred 
thousand  more  than  we  received  alto- 
reeeived  from  churches  throughout  the  con- 
ventional territory  up  to  April  1st,  $106, • 
090.70;  from  other  sources  we  have  receiv- 
ed $11,494,  making  a total  of  $119,585.00. 
But  ten  thousand  dollars  of  the  supplemen- 
tary receipts  are  not  available  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  current  year.

But  Louis- 
iana Baptists  have  managed  their  affairs 
well  up  to  this  date  without  any  outside 
help,  and  they  can  be  trusted  to  do  so  still. 
It  has  been  apparent  ever  since  the  fire  that 
Luisiana  Baptists  were  divided  in  judgment 
as  to  the  best  location  for  their  college.

(Chapel  speech  in  Mississippi  College) 

By  W.  J.  Shoemaker. 

I make  no  apology  for  selecting  a subject 
that  you  have  heard  from  this  rostrum  dur- 
ing this  session,  for  in  this  country  good 
citizenship  is  a matter  of  so  much  importance 
that  it  is  hardly  possible  to  say  too  much 
about  it,  or  to  repeat  too  often  the  maxims 
and  principles  upon  which  it  rests,  and 
which  all  of  us  ought  ever  to  keep  in  mind. 

Assuming  that  in  the  United  States,  all 
men,  young  and  old,  who  think  at  all,  real- 
ize the  importance  of  good  citizenship,  the 
first  step  toward  its  attainment  or  its  dif- 
fusion, is  to  define  it  accurately,  and  then 
knowing  what  it  is,  we  shall  be  able  intelli- 
gently to  consider  the  best  methods  of  se- 
curing it  and  spreading  it  abroad.  In  this 
case,  the  point  of  discussion  and  determina- 
tion lies  in  the  first  word  of  the  title.  There 
is  no  difficulty  in  the  second.  The  acci- 
dent of  birth  or  the  certificate  of  a court 
will  make  a man  a citizen  of  a republic  with 
a right  to  take  part  in  the  government,  and 
to  have  protection  under  that  government 
wherever  he  may  be.  The  qualifying  ad- 
jective applied  to  citizenship  is  the  most  im- 
portant thing  here;  for  while  the  mere  word 
citizen  settles  at  once  a man’s  legal  status, 
both  under  domestic  and  international  law. 
and  implies  certain  rights  on  his  part  ano 
certain  responsibilities  on  the  part  of  the 
government  toward  him.  We  must  go  much 
further  if  we  would  define  his  duties  to  the 
state,  upon  the  performance  of  which  de- 
pends his  right  to  be  called  either  good  or 
worthy.  Merely  to  live  without  breaking 
the  law  does  not  constitute  good  citizeushipi 
except  in  a narrow  sense  of  contrast  to  those 
who  openly  or  covertly  violate  the  laws. 
The  word  “good”  as  applied  to  citizenship, 
means  something  more  than  mere  obedianee 
to  statutes,  if  it  has  any  meaning  at  all.  The 
good  citizen  ,if  lie  would  deserve  the  title, 
must  perform  bis  duties  to  the  state,  and 
serve  his  country.  It  is  when  we  undertake 
to  define  those  duties  and  to  determine  what 
the  service  is,  that  we  approach  the  serious 
difficulty  of  this  subject,  and  yet  the  du- 
ties and  the  service  to  the  country  must  be 
defined,  for  in  them  lies  all  good  citizenship. 
A man  may  not  be  a bad  citizen,  he  may 
pay  his  taxes  and  commit  no  offense  against 
the  law,  but,  if  he  giyes  no  service  u*  ht* 
country,  nor  any  help  to  the  community  in 
which  he  lives,  he  cannot  properly  be  call- 
ed a good  citizen. 

\ 

Good  citizenship  implies  service  of  some 
kind  to  the  state,  or  to  the  public,  yet  it 
must  be  understood  that  such  service  may 
vary  widely  in  amount  and  degrees.  The 
man  and  woman  who  have  a family  of  chil- 
dren, who  labor  to  educate  them,  to  bring 
them  up  honorably  and  well,  and  teach 
them  to  love  their  country  are  good  citizens 
and  deserve  well  of  the  republic.  The  man, 
who  in  order  to  care  for  his  family  and  to 
give  his  children  a fair  start  in  life,  labors 
honestly  and  dilligently  at  his  trade,  pro- 
fession or  business  and  who  casts  his  vote 
at  all  elections,  adds  to  the  strength  as  well 
as  the  material  prosperity  of  the  country, 
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hovah.  A string,  true  character.  His 
white  life  stands  out  clear  against  the  black 
background  of  the  revolting  picture  of  the 
brutality  of  a course,  imperious  woman.)

Athaliah  have  her  grandchildren 
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and  in  this  way  fulfills  some  of  hhe  prima- 
ry' and  most  important  duties  of  good  cit- 
izenship. Indeed  it  may  lie  said  that  he 
who  labors  in  any  \way,  who  has  Intellectual 
interest,  who  employs  his  leisuiV  for  any 
public  end,  even  the  man  who  works  purely 
for  selfish  objects,  has  one  gn  at  jelement  of 
good  citizenship;  for  there  is  taobody  fo 
detrimental  in  a country  like  olirs  as  the 
mere  idler — the  seeker  for  self-amusement, 
who  passes  his  time  in  constant  uncertainty, 
as  to  how  he  shall  get  rid  of  thq  next  lay 
or  the  next  hour  of  that  brief  Jife  of  his, 
which,  however  short,  in  some  ca4«  s is,  from 
every  point  of  view,  too  long  for  him. 

Rearing  a family,  casting  a vi^te,  leading 
a decent  life,  and  working  honj-stly  for  a 
livelihood  are,  however,  primary  and  simple 
qualities  in  meritorious  citizenship.  These 
arc  the  foundation  stones,  but  gijod  citizen- 
ship, in  its  truest  sense,  rises  milch  higher 
and  demands  much  more  than  tliese.  ( All 
men  who  do  good  work  have  ideals  at  which 
they  aim  ; dreams  of  that  which  they  hope  to 
accomplish,  and  all.  especially  Ihose  who 
succeed  most  fully,  fall  far  shoijt  of  , their 
ideals,  for  self-satisfaction  usually  halts  the 
advance  and  puts  an  end  to  acnievement. 
But  to  come  short  of  ones  ideal  is  hot  defeat 
“Not  failure,  but  low  aims  is  ci'jrae.”  Tin* 
ideal  cannot  be  set  too  high,  nn<^  then  any 
progress  toward  it  is  victory  and  the  life- 
work  is  not  barren  of  results.  This  Is  as 
true  of  citizenship  as  if  any  other  great  field 
of  human  effort.  The  ideal  can$ot  be  set 
too  high,  provided  it  is  comprehended  by 
common  sense  and  reason.  In  order  to 
.possess  an  ideal,  which  is  sane  an(l  lofty,  it 
'is  esschtial  to  have  a standard  and  that 
standard  must  bo  clear.  If  we  wish  to. 
teach  our  children  true  citizenship;  we  must 
not  set  up  a monument  to  a man;  no  mat- 
ter how  eminent,  who  won  his  eminence 
through  unworthy  means.  I , 

These  matters  emphasize  the  necessity  of 
having  our  standards  of  citizenship  true 
and  correct,  as  well  as  high.  We  have  sam- 
ples which  are  both.  Wc  have  onl^'  to  look 
at  Washington  and  Davis  to  find  jthe  very 
highest  type  of  citizenship.  The  fcreatness 
of  these  two  men  and  the  vast  wprk  that 
they  accomplished,  it  might  be  urged,  render 
them  too  exceptional  to  serve  as  practical 
models.  I do  not  think,  as  I have  already 
said,  that  it  is  possible  to  set  ones  ideals  and 
standards  too  high,  and  if  every  Axhoricam. 
in  his  owro  sphere,  no  matter  how  humble 
or  obscure,  would  set  himself  toli imitate, 
as  far  as  he  could,  the  character  of  \N  ashing" 
ton  or  Davis,  the  world  would  be  made  in- 
finitely better.  But  if  these  two  great 
chiefs  seem  too  remote  for  the  dhily  life 
of  most  of  us,  other  men,  less  highly  placed, 
but  equally  notable  in  their  conception 
duty,  can  readily  be  found  for  our  imitation 
For  instance,  Robert  E.  I>ee,  one  of  Amer- 
ica's greatest  citizens.  He  was  trulK'  a man 
whose  work  for  his  country  was  <jver  and 
above  his  work  for  himself  ami  family,.  Rob- 
ert E.  Lee  will  be  living  when  the  ^nn  shall 
have  ceased  to  shine.  Then  we  l|ave  our 
own  J.  Z.  George,  L.  Q-  C.  Lamar.  | General 
M.  P.  Lowrey,  all  of  whom  were  tt-ue  citi- 
zens and  worked  for  our  State,  t’hen  we 
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have  Bishop  Galloway  and  Dr  J B.  Gam- 
brell.  While  the*.*  two  irreat  citizens  were 
not  politicians,  yet  the  vast  work-  they  have 
done  makes  Mississippi  greater. 

Good  citizenship  therefore,  means  some- 
thing active  .and  in  order  to  be  attained, 
the  man  must  he  useful  to  his  country  and 
fellow  maiK  ,and  on  this  usefulness  all  elae 
'depends.  It  is  possible  to  be  useful  in 
many  wavs.  . In  the  time  of  war  .the  use- 
fulness of  man  is  plain;  he  has  but  the  sim- 
ple duty  (>f  offering  his  service  to  his  coun- 
try on  the  field  When  the  country  is  in- 
volved in  War’,  the  first  iuty  of  a citizen  is 
clear;  he  must  fight  for  the  flag  or  if  »n 
account  of.  age  or  physical  infirmity,  he  is 
unable  to  fight,  he  must  support  those  who 
do,  and  sustain  in  all  ways  j>o**ihle  the  na- 
tion's cause.  Good  citizenship  implies  rea- 
diness to-obey  our  country’s  call. 

While  it  is  les*  dangerous,  less  glorious, 
rarely  demanding  the  least  aacrifire,  the 
time  of  peace  is  no  less  insistent  than  the 
exceptional  time  of  war  in  its  demands  for 
good  citizenship.  How  shall  man  in  rimes 
of  peace  fulfill  the  requirements  of  good 
citizenship!  He  may  do  it  in  many  ways, 
for  usefulness  as  a citizen  is  not  confined, 
by  any  means  to  public  office.  It  must,  in 
some  form  or  other  promote  the  general  a* 
distinguished  from  the  individual  good.  A 
man  may  be  a good  citizen  in  the  oramary 
sense  of  the  word  by  fulfilling  the  funda* 
mental  conditions  of  honest  lals»r,  earing 
for  his  family,  observing  law,  and  express- 
ing his  opinion  upon  government  measures  at 
the  time  of  elections.  But  this  docs  not 
make  him  a good  citizen  in  a larger  sense 
of  usefulness.  To^l"  a |OOd  ■ iti/eii.  lie 
must  do  something  Tor  the  public  service 
which  is  over  and  alwivc  his  work  for  himself 
and  family.  This  public  service  may  lx* 
performed  through  the  medium  of  a man’s 
profession,  or  wholly  apart  and  aside  from 
it.  This  does  not  mean  that  the  mere  pro- 
duction of  a great  work  of  art  or  literature, 
which  may  be  a joy  and  a benefaction  to 
humanity,  necessarily  invnlvca  the  idea  of 
public  service  in  the  sms**  in  which  wc  «W' 
considering  it  here.  It  may  or  may  not  be 
The  literature  of  the  English  language 
would  have  been  very  much  jxxwcr  u it  hsd 
not  l>ecn  for  Edgar  Allen  Poe,  yet  we  cannot 
sav  that  he  was  a useful  citizen,  as  high  as 
w.  rale,  and  ought  to  rate,  his  strange  gen- 
ius. Emerson.  Holmes,  longfellow  and 
Whittier  were  useful  citizens  in  a higher  de- 
gree. Their  art  was  over  at  the  service  of 
their  country.  Thy  helped  to  direct  and 
crekte  public  opinion,  and  were  ever  ready 
to  help  to  sustain  their  nation’s  oauae.  It 
is  when  wc  forget  self  and  work  for  human- 
ity that  we  arc  fulfilling,  in  the  truest  sense, 
the  duties, of  good,  citizenship.  I do  not 
think  that  wc  have  better  examples  of  this 
than  the  minister,  who  goes  into  the  slums  r>f 
the  eity,  or  Ihe  Irained  physician,  who  give* 
his  service  to  the  poor  and  suffering  in  hoa- 
pitzds  The  man  of  business  who  devotes 
his  surplus  wealth  to  the  promotion  of  edu- 
cation, or  art,  or  to  help  the  suffering,  is 
doing  public  service.  So  also  we  find 
among  business  men,  lawyera.  and  among 
the  men  engaged  in  the  most  energetic  and 


active  pursuits,  those  who  are  always  ready 
to  do  anything  they  can  to  -reform  the  evila 
that  exist.  To  do  this,  they  give  their  money 
aa  well  as  their  time  and  strength  to  objecta 
which  arc  wholly  outside  of  the  labors  by 
which  they  support  themselves  and  famdiea 
or  gratify  their  own  tastes  and  arobitiona 
So  in  numerous  way*  are  men  of  all  eon 
diiions  and  <>.-cuj*atnMi*  able  to  render 
vice  and  benefit  their  fellowmen.  But  when 
we  Use  the  won!  citizen,  or  citizenship,  the 
first  thought  >s  of  the  man  in  relation  to 
state  .a*  the  won!  imphea.  It  ia  in  that 
connection  that  we  first  think  of  service 
when  we  *|x*ak  of  public-spirited,  or  useful 
citizen*.  There  an*  many  other  public  ser- 
vice*. aa  1 have  aln'ady  mentioned,  just  as 
valuable,  just  a*  desirable,  and  often  more 
beneficial  to  humanity  than  th  we  ren  Icrvd 
in  relation  to  the  state.  We  must  not,  n<>» 
ever,  forget  the  duty  and  the  |xwf«»miance 
of  the  function*  lieloiiging  to  each  man  as  a 
nu  mber  of  the  state.  Thia  is  a democracy, 
and  the  government  de|**n  Is  Upon  the  act- 
ion of  the  jxMiple  themselva.  We  have  the 
government,  municipal,  state  and  national, 
which  we  make  ourselves.  If  it  is  good,  it 

is  liecause  we  make  it  so.  If  it  i*  had,  we 

may  think  it  i*  not  what  we  want,  ano  that 
we  are  not  responsible  for  it,  but  we  are. 
How  often  do  we  hear  the  statement  that 
wc  owe  misgovrrnmcnt,  wherever  it  occurs, 
to  the  politifian.  If  the  politicians  an-  bad 
and  yet  have  jsiwer,  it  is  lxmstiac  wc  give 
it  to  them.  They  are  not  a force  with  which 
there  is  no  contending.  They  are  o!  our 
own  rreation  ,and  if  we  disapprove  »f  them, 
and  yet  leave  them  in  power,  it  ia  because 
we  do  not  take  the  trouble  and  th«{  time  that 
i*  needful  to  get  rid  of  them.  We  have,  a* 
a rule,  the  government  that  we  deserve.  We 
have  a great  deal  of  niiagovrrnment  in  our 
cities  Why!  Because  the  people  have  - 
not  the  bai-kbone  to  rrmeily  it  They  fear 
* that  they  will  low  friends  or  business  Many 
times  we  hear  the  complaint  that  the  av- 
erage man  haa  not  the  lime  to  devote  to 
politic*.  In  reply  to  this.  1 wish  to  say  that  I 
if  we  are  so  occupied  with  our  own  affsirs 
that  we  cannot  find  time  to  ch<*xic  the  men 
whom  we  ilcsirr  to  represent  us,  atm  per- 
form our  public  businew*  for  us,  then  demix*- 
raey  is  a failure.  But  democracy  ia  not  a 
failure.  After  all  deductions  and  allow- 
ances  are  made,  it  ia  the  best  form  of  gov- 
ernment in  the  world  t«xlay.  The  fault 
is  not  in  the  system,  evfn  if  there  are  in  it. 
as  in  all  .things  human,  shortcomings  and 
failures  of  those  who  operate  it,  but  we 
must  remember  that  those  who  operate  it 
are  all  the  people.  I think  one  gnat  fault 
with  us  is  that  we  tear  our  shirts,  yell,  and 
throw  up  our  hata,  and  vole  for  the  man 
who  can  abuae  in  the  loudest  tones  the  rail- 
n>ads,  trusts  and  Yankri'S  I/et  a politic- 
ian cuss  and  disemw  in  the  bitterest  terms 
that  which  we  have  been  preju  lieed  Against 
an<l  we  go  crazy  and  do  not  look  into  the 
private  character  of  the  man.  I believe 
that  our  statesmen  are  much  inferior  now 
than  a few  years  past.  Why!  It  is  be- 
cause they  study  how  to  get  office,  and  then  - 
how  to  keep  it.  and  this  take*  about  all  of 
their  titpe  and  brain,  and  of  course  they  do 
not  develop  to  he  much  statesmen. 
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there,  and  she  can  get  no  one  to  taite  her 
place.
